ABSTRACT 



An optical disk recording method performs recording of data 
at a variable linear velocity multiplication factor in accor- 
dance with a radial position of a irradiation optical beam on 
an optical disk. The method is carried out by the steps of 
performing an actual recording with a variable writing 
power y=ax+b of the irradiation optical beam in accordance 
with a linear velocity multiplication factor x where the
